Viotor E. Southworth, a dapper little 
gentleman, dressing with good taste. 
of some thirty odd years f age, with 
a Vandyke cut to h>s whickers, came 
to this city ostensibly on 
his Bummsr 
vacation during the warm summer 
months of 1897 and temporarily offered 
his services to the U uitarim society. 
For a brief 
time 
he impressed his 
hearers so favorably that he was en­ 
gaged ta fill the pulpit for a year at a 
moderate salary. 
He soon drew a 
large congregation to hear him as he 
spoke both eloquently and learnedly 
on such sensatioaal topics 
as “ Man­ 
hood,” “ Womanhood,” “ If I Were a 
Woman,” “ Motherhood,” * and “ The 
Ideal 
Love.” 
All 
these subjects 
were handled so deftly that soon his 
church was too small to accommodate 
the crowds who desired to hear him, 
h at as time wore away it was noticed 
that he paid more th n ordinary at­ 
tention to 
a certain widow named 
Nellie Jastrowitz, aud as the matter 
grew it became offensive to the friends 
of both parties. 
Indeed, it seemed 
th at the woman was infatuated. 


T ook H is F am ily W est, 
In due tim ne returned 
to Janes­ 
ville, Wis., and a month or six weeks 
ago he brought baek 
with 
him his 
family, consisting of a wife and three 
chUcLen. 
Agrin be entered on his 
labors, 
drawing the usual crowns. 
However, his attentions t > the widow 
continued, and on being remonstrated 
with he declared that his love for her 
was pa e spiritual and it is also said 
that she made a little statement, but 
the upshot of the matter was that Mrs. 
J astron wltz left her own home, where 
she resided with her father aud mother 
and a son of some 13 years of age, 
and tookaup her residence with the 
minis-er and his family, to the utter 
amazement of all her friends. 
Lier father and mother, Mr. and 
irrs. N. W. Hall, who have resided 
here since the early history of Unior 
colony, and are among the most highly 
respected people in Weld county, were 
powerless. She declared her determine- 
lion to never return to her home, but 
to follow the fortunes of the smooth

Nellie Jastrowitz arrived in Denver

trowitz called and found Mrs. Packard, 
to whom she related ber story. South­ 
worth called on Mr. Packard at bis 
office aud related bls aide of the trou­ 
ble, later calling on other friends and 
registering at the New Markham about 
midnight la t night. 
Mrs. Jastrowitz was carefully pre­ 
served from 
reporters. 
She is a 
woman about 40 years old and hardly 
blessed with the fatal gift of beauty, 
other gifts probably making up far 
that. 
She is the widow of the late 
Simon S. Jastrowitz, who several years 
ago, was a member of the firm of A, 
Z. Salomon Sc Oo. 
She has one son, 


I about twelve years old, and at cne 
t time was quite prominent in Denver. 
For half a dozen years abe bas been 
living with her parents, the Halls, < f 
Greeley, where she bore a good reputa­ 
tion until the coming of the youthful 
appearing and eloquent Southworth, 
to who ir, ruiner came to ber friends 
in Denver, abe became fondly attached.

A call at the Packard residence last 
evening brought out the information 
that Mrs. J-iatrowitz could oot be in­ 
terviewed. 
She had not heard that 
the facta of her escape from Greeley 
had bec me public property, and after 
being assured that they 
bad— Mr. 
Packard acting as messenger—the lady 
consented to be intervie wed by herself 
She gave out the following signed 
statement: 
On Saturday last I accepted a cor­ 
dial invitation from Mra 
Victor fi. 
Southworth to make my borne with 
her so long aa I needed m e support 
and sympathy of friends. This morn­ 
ing I came from Greeley to Denver, 
under the escort of 
Rev. Victor K 
Southworth, with the knowledge and 
approval o*s his wife. 
My relations 
with Mrs. Southworth are those of the 
warmest sympathy 
and confidence 
Whatever misconstructions have been 
placed on their oonduot or my own I 
am powerless to prevent, but I take 
this opportunity to affirm by absolute 
friendship for them bath and my con­ 
fidence in their absolute friendship for 
me. 
If it is any concern of the wo Id, 
let it be known that their homt is 
mine as loDg as I care to make it mine 
I would gladly accept any opportunity 
to vindicate the purity of my relations 
with Mr. Southworth.

AT A RIPE OLD AGE 


W E L L KNOW N PIO N EER BUSI­ 
N ESS MAN IS NO MORE 


The End Came at His Glen Street 
Home 
L ast 
Evening—W as En­ 
gaged In Trade For Many JYears, 
Coming From New York—The Fun­ 
eral Arrangements. 


John B. Eble, one cf Janesville’s 
best known pioneer 
business men, 
passed from earth at 9:45 o’clcck last 
night at his home, 
127 Glen street, 
aged 82 years. 
Mr. Ehle came to Janesville from 
Qaenovia, N. Y., In 1850 and had m^de 
this city ins home ever tinea. He was 
engaged in various kinds of trade4 and 
being a shrewd ana far seeing busi­ 
ness m n, amassed a 
considerable 
fortune. 
For many years be conduet- 
en an eating house on South Main 
street, occupying a building on the 
site now occupied by Daniel Rvan’a 
Ii ery barn. 
Later he 
openod a 
jewelry store on North Main street. 
Afterw ard he engaged in the grocery 
business, succeeding James Mansur, 
in a small store on tne site of Frank 
F. Pierson’# gun shop. 
As his trade 
grew he enlarged the building until 
the present two story block was the 
result 
He continued in the grocery 
business until about 1S75, 
when he 
sold the business to bis sod, John B. 
Ehle and A rthur W hittier. 
They 
removed the stock to the store now 
• occupied by the Troy steam laundry 
aud Mr. Ehle 
engaged in the gun 
and sporting goods business a t the 
Pierson stand. 
For eight or tau years 
he managed the business and in 1883 
retired. 
Frank D. Pierson nae since 
run the gun shop, 
having bought 
both the stock and the building of Mr. 
Enle. 
A Strong Personality. 
Mr. Ehle was a m in of strong per­ 
sonality, and became widely known 
throughout Southern Wisconsin. 
He 
enjoyed a joke keenly, and was always 
reaoy for an excnangeof pleaaautries. 
He took a prom inent part in the busi­ 
ness affaire of the early days, and his 
stories of the pioneer who saw Janes­ 
ville grow from a >4croes road jum ping 
off place” were very in terests g. 
He 
never tired of telling these stories,and 
was always certain of a knot cf listen­ 
ers when he grew rem iniscent. 
He 
loved to carry an unlighted cigar in 
his month, and always had a few 
words of pleasant banter fur the many 
persons who, not knowing t at he did 
not smoke, would innocently offer him 
a match. 
Previous to his retirem ent from bue- 
ineis, and in fact almost to the time 
of his death, he was an early riser,and 
on his way down tow n before many 
people were astir. 
He was very regu­ 
lar in his habits, and bis neighbors al­ 
ways said th at they c^uid set their 
clocks by his movements. 
Of recent years Mr. Ehle has age! 
rapidly, and his step became infirm. 
He began to abandon his regular trips 
down town, and of late bis presence 
at the . stores on North Main street, 
where be waB wont to spend an hour 
or so each day, was as much of a nov­ 
elty as his presence used to be in the 
years gone by. His frieudB noticed his 
decline, and it became apparent th at 
his long life was nearing an end. 
H is F atal Hines#. 
About two months ago Mr. Eble 
suffered a partial stroke of paralysis. 
His recovery, w as apid, however, and 
he w as able to be up and about. Later 
be became ill again, and a form of 
gangrene attacked his leg. 
He grew 
worse quite rapidly, and the end came 
last night. 
His aged wife has also 
been ill for some time past, although 
her condition has shown improvement 
of late. 
Daring his sickness Mr. and Mrs. 
Ehle had received all the care and 
attention th a t dutiful children could 
g*ve them. 
Their daughter, Mrs. Mi - 
ard F. Ide, aud their son-i -law, Mr 
Ide, had beou at their bedsides con­ 
stantly ready to resrood, day or night 
to the ministration of their comfort 
Many people will bear of Mr. E ole’s 
demise with a p in g of regret, as he 
was widely known and universally 
respected. 
Beside the aged widow he leaves two 
children—John D. Ehle, and Mrs. bil­ 
lard F. Ide. 
The funeral will take place from the 
residence of the dc teased at 
2:30 
o’clock tomorrow. 
Persons desiring 
to review tbe remains may do so from 
l l to 12 o’clock tomorrow.
